IHE purpose of this article is to dis- 

cuss the position and the mission of 
the Comptroller, and some of the prob- 
lems that confront him as a member of 
the Army Staff. 

Some _ charac- 
teristics of the 
Comptrol- 
ler’s mission in 
the Army can be 
traced to con- 
cepts developed 
by Army Service 
Forces during 
World War II. 
Aside from these 
antecedents the 


in some respects, 
unknown to the 
Army. Immedi- 
ately after 
World War II 
various sources inside and outside the 
Army voiced a need for means to im- 
prove business management in the Army. 
The work of the Truman Committee, the 
Haislip Board, and the report of Mr. Ed- 
win Pauley were the most important ex- 
amples of these sources. The creation of 
the Comptroller in 1948 was an out- 
growth of this need. 

Congress adopted this idea for the De- 
partment of Defense and each military 
department in the National Security Act 
Amendments of 1949. This act provided

| 4 Statutory basis for Comptrollers of the 
| Department of Defense, Army, Navy, and 
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Air Force, and prescribed certain func- 
tional responsibilities for these Comp- 
trollers. The National Security Act 
Amendments of 1949 also provided that 
the Comptrollers of the military depart- 
ments may be either military or civilian 
personnel and, that if the Comptroller is 
not a civilian, the Secretary of the de- 
partment must appoint a civilian as 
Deputy Comptroller. It was provided 
further that the Comptroller shall be un- 
der the direction and supervision of, and 
directly responsible to, the Secretary, or, 
by delegation, to the Under Secretary or 
an Assistant Secretary. , 

_ Finally, it was provided that nothing 
should preclude the Comptroller from 
ne concurrent responsibility to a 
— of Staff, Vice Chief of Staff, or a 
Pate Chief of Staff, if the Secretary

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AF Promotes 246 To 
Col., 428 To Lt. Col. 


The Air Force this week announced 
temporary promotions of 246 lieutenant 
colonels advanced to colonel and 428 ma- 
jors advanced to lieutenant colonel. Most 
of the promotions are effective 19 Dec. 

All officers selected, both in the com- 
mands and at USAF Headquarters, will 
have a common date of rank in their new 
grade 1 Dec. 1951. 

Air Force officials indicated that the 
lists of officers named for temporary pro- 
motion to major and captain still might 
be released before Christmas. 

Released at the Pentagon was a list of 
111 selections to colonel and 127 to lieu- 
tenant colonel, made by a Headquarters 
Selection Board which considered all eli- 
gible officers not assigned to a major 
command on 1 Sept. 

Published herewith also are the names 
of two new colonels and two new lieuten- 
ant colonels assigned to Headquarters 
Command at Bolling AFB, Washington, 
D. C., and the names of 13 Military Air 
Transport Service promotions to colonel 
and 40 to lieutenant colonel. 


Also published on page 523 are Air Re- 
search and Development, Air Training, 
Continental, and Air Materiel Command 
promotions. 

Of the total number receiving promo- 
tions to the temporary grade of colonel 
on the Pentagon list, 100 were named 
from the main USAF promotion list, five 
are Medical officers, four are Dental offi- 
cers, one is a Medical Service officer, and 
one is a Chaplain. The Lieutenant Colo- 
nel’s list includes 97 from the main USAF 
promotion list, seven Medical officers, six 
Dental officers, six Medical Service offi- 
cers, three Veterinary officers, three 
Nurses and five Chaplains. 

Major Air Force commanders an- 
nounced the names of officers assigned to 
their commands on 1 Sept. who have been 
selected by command boards for promo- 
tion to the temporary grade of colonel 
and lieutenant colonel. Total command 
selections include 135 for promotion to 
the grade of colonel and 301 to the grade 
of lieutenant colonel. These officers also 
were selected on a best qualified basis 
from among officers assigned to each in- 
dividual command. 

With these promotions the number of 
non-regular officers who volunteered to 
serve on active duty in grades below their 
permanent reserve component grades has

THE WAR IN KOREA 











HE Korean war front, on land, at sea, 

and in the air, was relatively quiet 
this week, several days passing without 
a single fatal American casualty. Cold 
weather, fog, and poor visibility ham- 
pered land, sea and air operations, re- 
ducing activity well below normal. 

On land there were numerous patrol 
skirmishes, and minor probing attacks, 
involving relatively small numbers on 
either side. The most determined ground

enemy battalion, strongly supported by 
artillery and mortar fire, on an Allied 
advance position northwest of Chorwon. 
The attack was repulsed after a brisk 
engagement lasting several hours. 


The sea bombardment of enemy shore | 


positions by the Allied fleet on both 
shores of Korea continued throughout 
the week. The big guns of the U. S. Bat- 
tleship Wisconsin inflicted many casual- 
ties on enemy troops at the extreme 
eastern end of the land battle line. Other 
surface units attacked enemy installa- 
tions and transportation facilities, and 
in one instance destroyed 73 small boats 
used by the enemy to supply Red troops 
on several small coastal islands off the 
eastern shore. Near misses were regis- 
tered by enemy shore batteries on small 
Allied warships without damage, but the 
enemy guns were subsequently silenced 
by naval counter-battery fire. 

Mig’s Not Fighting 

In the air Allied planes sighted many 
Red Mig jet aircraft, but most of them 
showed no disposition to fight, avoiding 
conflict by flying back to their Man- 
churian bases. In the few air combats 
that occurred the damage to either side 
was relatively small. However, heavy and 
accurate anti-aircraft fire destroyed 
several Allied planes. In most cases the 
pilots were rescued by helicopters. 

Allied land planes and carrier-based 
aircraft continued their intensive inter- 
diction program, knocking out enemy 
rail lines, bridges and supply points, and 
pounding enemy airfields. Due to bad 
weather the air effort was curtailed 
somewhat during part of the week. 

The most important of the relatively 
few ground actions of the week occurred 
northwest of Chorwon, where an enemy 
battalion launched a vigorous attack on 
Allied outposts. The attack began in the 
late afternoon and was preceded by an 
artillery concentration, and supported by 
mortar fire and the direct fire of 
weapons of undetermined types. United 
Nations forces employed artillery to aid 
in warding off the attack, and after four 
hours of sharp action the fighting be- 
came sporadic as most of the enemy 
battalion withdrew. North and northeast

Several other patrol 
clashes, including a six-hour fight in the 
Kumsong area, resulted in no material 
change of positions.

650,687 in battle casualties, and 133,329 | 


in non-battle casualties, while 20,695 are 
prisoners of war. 

The total number of military prisoners 
of war held by the Allies is given by 
the Defense Department as _ 137,059, 
which is 4,555 more the 132,474 contained 
in the official list given. by the Com- 
munists at the truce conference. The 
discrepancy is probably due to the fact 
that processing of the additional 4,555 
had not been completed at the time the 
list was compiled. 

Led by the U. S. Battleship Wisconsin 
Allied warships bombarded enemy in- 
stallations and rail centers on both coasts 
this week, and engaged Red troops and 
shore batteries. The Wisconsin devoted 
considerable attention to Red ground 
forces, bunkers and troop centers in the 
Kansong battle area on the east coast. 
The big guns of the Wisconsin provided 
effective support for Allied forces near 
the eastern end of the front line. 

Aided by ground and air spotters the 
huge battleship destroyed 3 trench-works 
and 3 bunkers, and damaged 7 others 
with direct hits. It also killed at least 
40 enemy soldiers. The U. S. Destroyer 
Erben knocked out enemy targets in the 
same area, while the U. S. Destroyer 
Marshall killed 15 Red soldiers near Kojo, 
and destroyed two supply stacks and 
damaged numerous trenches and bunkers. 

The Columbian Patrol Frigate Almir- 
ante Padilla scored numerous hits on 


| trenches, buildings and gun positions at 


Wonsan. The U. S. Destroyers Gregory 
and Mansfield, also pounding Wonsan, 
knocked out a Red gun, damaged a group 
of sampans, and set fires in several build- 
ings. 

Direct Hits on Train 


The U.S. Destroyer Swenson caught a 
Red supply train in the sights of her guns, 
and scored direct hits, exploding the lo- 
comotive and setting fire to 9 cars on a 
rail line near Songjin. The Swenson and 
the Destroyer-Minesweeper Endicott also 
hit warehouses and supply dumps, setting 
them on fire, and discouraging the local 
fire fighters from attempting to extin- 
guish them. At Hungnam the U. S. De- 
stroyer Collett conducted night firing 
missions against rail bridges, tunnels and 
tracks, with unobserved results. 

Off the west coast the U. S. Light 
Cruiser Manchester was straddled by 
missiles from Red shore guns near Chin- 
nampo, but sustained no damage. The 


| Manchester was joined in fast counter- 


battery fire by the British Light Cruiser 


| Ceylon. The combined fire-power of the 
| two warships quickly silenced the enemy 


guns.

Constance, the British Patrol Frigate 
Alacrity, the Canadian Destroyer Sioux, 
and the U. S. Destroyer Eversole, bom- 
barded enemy mortar positions and en- 
trenched enemy troops in the Chinnampo 
area. The British Patrol Frigate Moun- 
tenbay moved up the Han River and de- 
stroyed 4 grain storage deposits, and 
numerous buildings, and engaged Red 
troops on the north bank of the river. 


Despite Weather, Planes Busy 


Though hampered by adverse weather 
conditions Air Force planes and attached 
Allied and Marine aircraft flew hundreds 
of sorties every day during the week, and 
bombed enemy installations and com- 
munications facilities, in addition to pro- 
viding close tactical air support for front- 
line United Nations troops. 

Large numbers of Red planes were 
sighted, but the enemy airmen lacked 
aggressiveness, and only a relatively few 
were engaged in inconclusive air com- 
bats. Two enemy planes were damaged 
and no Allied planes were hit in air com- 
bat. However, one American F-86 Sabre 
Jet ran out of fuel and crashed behind 
enemy lines. The pilot bailed out and was 
rescued by an Allied helicopter. In addi- 
tion one F-80 Shooting Star and two Ma- 
rine planes were lost to enemy ground 
fire, but the two Marine pilots were 
rescued. 

Allied fighter-bombers destroyed nu- 
merous gun positions and fired supply 
areas in immediate support of United 
Nations ground forces. Attacking the 
enemy’s main supply routes in North Ko- 
rea F-84 Thunder Jets made many rail 
cuts south of Sinanju and near Wonsan. 
South Korean F-51 Mustang pilots also 


cut rails in the Wonsan area, while F-80 | 








Shooting Stars hit a rail bridge south of | 


Kunu-ri. Marine fighters damaged a 


bridge and rail lines near Pyongyang. | 
Rail lines were also blasted north of | 


Hwangju. 

American B-29 medium bombers struck 
repeatedly at enemy airfields, supply cen- 
ters, marshalling yards and bridges. 
Eight Superforts employed radar aiming 
technique to blast the Sunchon bypass 
rail bridge with 80 tons of 500-lb. high 
explosives, encountering light flak but no 
air opposition. Other medium bombers 
dropped 500-lb. air-bursting bombs on 
enemy troop concentrations and supply 
areas. One medium bomber attacked a 
supply center at Hungnam.

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REMIER CHURCHILL’s Paris visit 

appears to have spread Christmas 
cheer about both SHAPE and the Quai 
d@’Orsay, but careful search of the prem- 
ises reveals no substantial sugar-plums 
He certainly tendered no remote sugges- 
tion that Britain would join the proposed 
European Army, or that he would even 
recommend it to his country. Nor was 
there any encouragement to the French 
hope that Britain would lend active 
assistance to the Schuman plan for coal- 
steel unification, much less participate 
in it. 

Yet there was assurance, it seems, that 
in the forthcoming Washington talks 
Mr. Churchill would bear in mind 
France’s views on the variety of subjects 
to be discussed here early next month; 
that in those areas where French and 
British interests are akin (the peace con- 
tract with Germany, the policing of the 
Far East, the harmonizing of Middle 
East actions, mutual attitudes on 
sharing U. S. aid, ete.) there will be con- 
sultations; that there will be further con- 
sideration of a Schuman plan relationship 
in the form of liaison; and that there is 
a benign official attitude toward that plan 
and the Army. It may be added that this, 
in all truth, was about as much as could 
have been said, at this time by a premier 
with due regard to his responsibilities 
under the British form of government 
Also, that precise public announcement 
of Franco-British intentions, in advance 
of next month’s: important talks with 
President Truman, might actually have 
been a diplomatic mistake. 

Talks with Eisenhower 

Doubtless the same is true of Church- 
ill’s conversations with General Eisen- 
hower, whose views on the two signal 
French proposals are known to coincide 
fairly closely with those of MM. Pleven 
and Schuman, and whose aid to the 
French proposals has been invaluable 
There is talk that another subject of con- 
versation at SHAPE was the future of 
Field Marshal Montgomery, who has 
been serving as General Eisenhower's 
chief deputy for a year, giving special 
attention to the organization and direc- 
tion of ground-forces training. The Brit- 
ish Cabinet is understood to be consider- 
ing Lord Montgomery for assignment to 
Singapore, there to take over (with in- 
creased Regular forces) the large task of 
cleaning out thousands of Communist 
guerrillas and plain bandits roaming 
about the Malay peninsula. It is a very 
large job, and thus far Monty’s own 


views on the assignment have not 
reached the public. ' 
Meantime the affairs of the North 


Atlantic Treaty Organization are await- 
ing examination, by the twelve govern 
ments involved, of the report of “Three 
Wise Men” (Harriman, Plowden, and 
Monnet) which the Temporary Commit 
tee tentatively approved and sent on 1 
the home governments. With the pri 
ciples both of improving home produc: 
tion and of increasing European defense 
budgets (a 14 per cent average was laid 
down) there is no great disagreement, 
but the applications of the second print 
ciple are troublesome; Belgium, which is 
asked to pay 40 per cent more than in 
1951, is not betraying enthusiasm over 
that prospect. It is interesting to ob 
serve that General Eisenhower's sense

Army officials said this week that no 
officer would suffer loss of promotion be- 
cause of his status as a prisoner of war. 

It was stated that those officers, car- 
ried as missing in action, whose names 
were included in zones of consideration 
for advancement, have been considered 
without regard to their status as pris- 
oners of war. 

An Army spokesman reported that 
there were actually some promotions 
made of officers carried as missing in 
action at the time of their selection. If 
returned to U. S. control, their promo- 
tions will be made retroactive. 

Similarly, it was reported that in at 
least one instance an officer on a com- 
petitive tour for Regular Army appoint- 
ment did not complete his tour before 
becoming missing. The officer nonethe- 
less was selected for the Regular Army 
appointment. This appointment is being 
held for the young lieutenant in the hope 
that he is still living and will be re- 
turned to U. S. control. 

The indications are that no military 
personnel will be given special promo- 
tion consideration solely because they 
were prisoners of war in Korea. In short, 
ne premium will be placed on prisoner 
of war sttatus. However, no military per- 
sennel will be discriminated against in- 
sefar as promotions are concerned be- 
cause of being a prisoner of war.

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Navy to Test Turbo-Props 

Navy plans to test turbo-prop engines 
in two R70-1 Lockheed Super-Constella- 
tion transports were announced this 
week. 

Navy, Pratt and Whitney, and Lock- 
heed engineers have worked out the de- 
tails and design changes are being drawn 
up to modify the two Super-Constella- 
tions to use Pratt and Whitney T34 turbo- 
prop engines. The first actual installa- 
tions of the T34 turbo-prop engines in 
the two test airplanes will not be made 
until the spring of 1953. 

The Pratt and Whitney T34 Turbo 
Wasp is a gas turbine engine that de- 
livers power both to the propeller at the 
front and by jet thrust through a tail 
pipe. It is one of the most powerful turbo- 
prop engines in the United States. 

The Navy said it has been pushing the 
development of turbo-prop engines in an 
effort to develop a powerplant that will 
give aircraft improved takeoff perform- 
ance, speed and endurance. The R70-1 
was chosen for the turbo-prop installa- 
tions, according to Rear Adm. Thomas S. 
Combs, Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, because it was the Navy trans- 
port which would require the minimum 
number of modifications. 

One of the turbo-prop R70-1’s will be 
assigned to the Naval Air Test Center, 
Patuxent River, Md., for demonstration 
and Navy tests. The other will remain 
at Lockheed for continued development 
testing. 

The turbo-prop engines are expected to 
provide the Navy Super-Constellations 
with a 35,000 pound payload with a long- 
range crusing speed of 394 miles per hour 
at 25,000 feet. 
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MSTS Needs Ex-Navy Men 


Ex-Naval personnel who are leoking 
for employment are being sought by the 
Military Sea Transportation Service to 
man MSTS ships. 

All categories of ex-Naval personnel 
who were separated under honerable 
conditions are eligible provided they 
meet physical requirements. In mest 
cases, MSTS states, these “are not as 
rigid as Navy standards.” Retired en- 
listed personnel receive civil service pay 
concurrently with retirement pay.

imposed on Naval personnel.” They “also 
previde more stable employment than 
the martime industry,” MSTS adds, and 
they “do not require union membership.”,

Officer—$5,633 to $10,059; Second Officer 
$4,774 to $5,787; Third Officer — $4,544

To Ist Marine Air Wing 


The First Marine Air Wing has been 
awarded the Presidential Distinguisheg 
Unit Citation for “outstanding perform. 
ance of duty and extraordinary heorism” 
in Korea. ; 

Currently under the command of Maj 
Gen. Christian F. Schilt, the Wing was 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Field Harris 
during the period covered by the award 
22 Nov. to 14 Dec. 1950. - 

The award, recommended by Lt. Gen, 
Edward M. Almond, then Commander of 
the X Corps, praises the Marines for their 
“magnificent employment of Close-sup- 
port doctrine.” The citation states, jp 
part, that “The historic role of close. 
support air missions flown by personne} 
on land and carrier based aircraft during 
the operations of the X Corps, United 
States Army, contributed immeasurably 
to the successful withdrawal of the x 
Corps when hordes of Chinese Com. 
munist and North Korean troops had en. 
circled their positions endangering the 
entire operation.” 

The full citation reads: 

“The ist Marine Air Wing, Fleet Marine 
Force, is cited for outstanding performance 
of duty and extraordinary heroism in action 
against an armed enemy in the areas of 
Chosen Reservoir, Hagaru-ri, and Koto-ri, 
Korea, during the period 22 November to 14 
December 1950. 

“‘The historic role of close-support air mis- 
sions flown by personnel on land and carrier 
based aircraft during the operations of the 
X Corps, United States Army, contributed 
immeasurably to the successful withdrawal 
of the X Corps when hordes of Chinese Com- 
munist and North Korean troops had en- 
circled their positions endangering the entire 
operation. In their magnificent employment 
of close-support doctrine and in their ex- 
ceedingly effective interdiction missions and 
night combat air patrols, the 1st Marine Air 
Wing flew 2,572 day and night sorties during 
this period, inflicting 10,313 enemy casualties 
and destroying 723 buildings, 144 vehicles, 17 
tanks, 9 bridges, 4 locomotives, 3 command 
posts, 30 boxcars, 47 gun positions, and 19 
supply, ammunition, and fuel dumps. These 
missions were flown over hazardous mountain 
terrain under extremely adverse weather con- 
ditions and in the face of intense enemy 
antiaircraft and small-arms fire. 

“The normally ground-based Tactical Air 
Direction Center was ingeniously improvised 
into an airborne center in a C-54 aircraft 
without appreciable loss of efficiency in op 
erations and the responsibility for controlling 
aircraft was assumed and accomplished in a 
remarkable manner through day and night 
operation by controlling personnel. Airborne 
tactical air coordinators also were established 
to supplement the airborne center to direct 
specific strikes in areas not under surveil- 
lance of ground control parties, to the end 
that every available sortie was utilized to 
maximum effectiveness. 

“‘In the evacuation of friendly casualties by 
cargo airplanes, the use of helicopters for 
rescue of air personnel shot down by the 
enemy and the evacuation of wounded, and 
the high state of aircraft availability main- 
tained by ground personnel working under 
hazardous and extremely adverse conditions 
becduse of intense cold, personnel of the én 
tire 1st Marine Air Wing displayed fortitude, 
courage, and marked esprit de corps. Al 
though suffering a considerable loss of pér 
sonnel and equipment during this trying Dé 
riod the morale and effectiveness of the Ist 
Marine Air Wing were sustained at a con 
stantly high level. The repeated acts of valor 
and gallantry by the officers and men of the 
1st Marine Air Wing, Fleet Marine Fore, 
and their enviable combat record reflect 
great credit on the members thereof and are 
in keeping with the highest traditions of the 
military service.’’

A Navy selection board has named 28 
Wave Officers for promotion to the rank 
of lieutenant commander.

Women officers of the Regular Navy 
stationed in Washington have expressed 
disappointment over the action of the 
selection board. The list has been held by 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel since 11 
Dec., but it has been unofficially circu- 
lated throughout Pentagon offices. 

Waves interviewed by THE JOURNAL 
complained that, although the Navy 
stresses career opportunities for its wom- 
en officers, advancements are restricted 
under a system which permits such large 
scale pass-overs. Almost half of the total 
number of officers in the zone were passed 
over. Many WAVE officers felt this to be 
an unduly high percentage. 

The names of those selected were re- 
ported out by the selection board on 26 
Nov., approved by the Navy Secretary 
early this month, cleared by the Judge 
Advocate General’s Office and returned 
to the Bureau of Naval Personnel on 11 
Dec. Efforts to effect the release of the 
Names since that time have been met 
with steadfast refusal by BuPers which 
States that it does not wish to make the 
list public until other boardg selecting 
Reserve Waves and male officers for pro- 
motion to lieutenant commander are 
completed and approved. These boards 
completed their work this week. 

Wave officers, when informed of the 
Bureau’s decision not to release the 
names, adopted a tongue-in-cheek at- 
titude. Some expressed the opinion that 
the list was being withheld in the hepe 
that the pass-overs would go unnoticed 
when the long lists of male officer selec- 
tions are published. 

The Bureau of Personnel told THE 
JOURNAL that none of the selections—in- 
cluding both Regular and Reserve Waves, 
and Regular and Reserve male officers of 
the line and staff corps—will be released 
until publication of the 15 Dec. Navy De- 
partment Bulletin. Publication date of 
the Bulletin is about 1 Jan., although the 
Navy said late this week that it will 
Probably not be out next month until 
about the 8th, 

In a review of past procedures, THE 
JOURNAL recalls that only three previous 
boards have been convened for the selec- 
tion of Regular women officers to the 
Tank of lieutenant commander since the 
Waves became a regular component of 





the Navy. The first such board selected 
two officers out of a zone of two; the 
following year, 17 officers were selected 
out of a zone of 17; last year, nine officers 
were selected out of a total of 14. 

The two-times-and-out pass-over law 
which applies to male officers is not ap- 
plicable to the Waves. The four women 
officers who have now been passed over 
twice, as well as the 22 passed over once, 
could be retained on active service in the 
Navy in the rank of lieutenant until they 
complete a total of 13 years service.

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Turbine Powered ’Copier 


The first Navy helicopter powered by 
a new, light-weight gas turbine engine, 
similar in principle to the gas turbine 
used to power jet planes, has made a suc~- 
cessful test flight, the Navy said this 
week. 

Powered by a Boeing XT50 gas turbine, 
the helicopter, experimental K-225, was 
developed by the Kaman Aircraft Cor- 
poration, Windsor Locks, Conn. The ini- 
tial flight and a subsequent series of test 
flights were completed at Bradley Field, 
Windsor Locks, with William R. Murray, 
a former Navy pilot, at the controls. 

Kaman engineers predict a marked in- 
crease in helicopter performance due to 
savings in weight — the gas turbine is 
half the weight of a comparable 500 
pound piston engine installation — and 
mechanical simplification. Unlike a pis- 
ton engine, the turbine requires neither 
a centrifugal clutch nor a cooling fan. 
It can operate on low grade fuels, such 
as kerosene, or on high octane gasoline. 

The XT50 gas turbine used in the tests 
is a 175 horsepower unit which has been 
undergoing tests in trucks and boats 
for some time. This was its first use in 
a helicopter, the Navy said. 

The K-225 installation differs in the 
application of power from the gas tur- 
bines used to power jet planes. Instead 
of using the velocity of exhaust gases for 
direct thrust, the power is used to turn 
the shaft of the rotor blades.

AF JAG Reg. Released 

The Air Ferce has published a new 
regulation (AFR 21-3), dated 13 Dec., per- 
taining to the organization ef the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department.

Com- 
manders were instructed to insure that 
JAGD officers are assigned to duty in 
cennection with the administration of 
military justice and other legal business 
of the Air Force. 
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Atom Engine For Plane 

An Air Force contract for work on an 
atomic aircraft engine has been awarded 
to the Pratt & Whitney Aircraft division 
of United Aircraft Corporation, William 
P. Gwinn, general manager, announced 
on 18 Dec. at East Hartford, Conn. 

The Atomic Energy Commission is co- 
operating in consideration of the nuclear 
energy phase of this work. 

This Air Force contract marks the ac- 
tice entry of the engine manufacturing 
division of United Aircraft Corporation 
into the atomic power field. It also marks 
another milestone in the program for the 
propulsion of aircraft by nuclear energy 
initiated by the Air Force and continued 
with the Atomic Energy Commission. 
The research department of United Air- 
craft Corporation participated in the 
original postwar exploration of the pos- 
sibilities of utilizing atomic power for 
aircraft, known as the NEPA project, 
which was jointly sponsored by the Air 
Force and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. 

P&WA will absorb many of the United 
Aircraft research department engineers 
who worked on the NEPA project. Tech- 
nical supervision of the P&WA nuclear 
engine preject will be directed by 
Wright A. Parkins, PRWA engineering 
manager, and Perry W. Pratt, who as as- 
sistant chief engimeer is responsible for 
all advanced engine development at 
P&WA. B. A. Schmickrath has been as- 
signed as development engineer. Mr. 
Schmickrath was formerly in charge of 
all P&WA experimental test facilities, 
including the Willgoos Turbine Labora- 
tory. Reeves Morrison, who headed the 
United Aircraft research department 
work for NEPA, will serve as a consul- 
tant. 

Mr. Gwinn also announced the appoint- 
ment of Bert J. McNamara as assistant 
to the general manager for administra- 
tive ce-oerdination of the atemic engine 
project. Mr. McNamara has been in 
charge of engineering and production 
liaison between P&WA and the automo- 
tive firms licensed to build P&W4A-de- 
Signed jet and piston engines for the 
military services. Pratt & Whitney Air- 
craft is now preducing turbojet, turbo- 
prop, and piston engines and is develop- 
ing advanced turboprop and turbojet en- 
gines.

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AF Tells Data of FECA 
Benefits—$525 Maximum 


The Air Force has released a detaileg 
statement concerning the Federal em. 
ployees Compensation Act, under which 
survivors of Reserve personnel can be 
paid as much as $525 a month. 

The principal provisions of the FECA 
are told in Air Force Pamphlet 3415, 
dated 10 Dec. 

When THE JOURNAL published a con. 
prehensive analysis of the inequities 
authorized for survivors of military per. 
sonnel killed in active service (1 Sept, 
1951), it was noted that there was a 
serious lack of information about pro. 
visions of the FECA among eligible per. 
sonnel, 

Following is the text of the Air Force 





pamphlet: 
1. Purpese. This Pamphlet explains the 
principal provisions of the Federal En- 


ployees Compensation Act which pertain to 
disability benefits and death benefits ac 
corded Air Force Reserve personnel] and their 
dependents. It is intended to furnish Per- 
sonal Affairs officers with general answers to 
inquiries regarding these benefits. 

2. General. The Federal Employees Com- 
pensation Act is administered by the Bureau 
of Employees Compensation, Department of 
Labor, Washington 25, D. C., and any in- 
volved or technical questions should be re 
ferred to the Bureau. The provisions of the 
act are not applicable to Regular Air Force 
personnel or their newt of kin. 

8. Disability Benefits. The provisions of 
the Compemsation Act relating to disability 
are applicable as follows: 

a. Reserve officers and Reserve enlisted per- 
sonnel who are physically injured in line of 
duty, while on active duty, or when engaged 
in inaetive status traiming under written au- 
thorization by competent authority covering 
a speeific assignment and prescribing a time 
limit are eligible for benefits. 

b. Reserve officers and Reserve enlisted 
personnel who are disabled by sickness or 
disease in line of duty incurred while on ac- 
tiwe duty, when active duty is the proximate 
cauee of the sickness or disease, are eligible 
for benefits. 

ec. Hewever, Reserve officers, who are en- 
titled to benefits under Public Law 18, 7éth 
Congress (as amended by P.L. 108, 8ist 
Cong., contained in JAAF Bul 19, 1949, are 
not entitled to disability benefits under the 
Federal Employees Compensation Act. An 
opinion by the Bureau of Employees Com- 
pensation limits disability benefits under the 
Federal Employees Compensation Act to Re 
serve officers in any one of the following 
classifications : 

(1) RecaHed to active military service 
for less than 30 days. 

(2) Recalled to active service for training. 

(3) On inactive duty training, if disabled 
by disease. 

Thus, it appears that the majority of Re 
serve officers now on active duty are nt 
eligible for disability benefits under the Fed- 
eral Employees Compensation Act. 

4. Beservist Compensation Rates: 

a. Total Disability. The rate for total dis- 
ability is computed as two thirds of the pay, 
for a single man, and three-fourths for 4 
married man, with a maximum of $525 4 
month in each case. 


b. Partial Disability. The rate for partial 
disability is computed as two thirds of the 


loss of earning power of the single man, and 
three-fourths for the married man. (For ex- 
ample, a Reservist’s pay, tneluding base pay, 
subsistence and quarters, and incentive pay, 
totalled $300. Upon his return to civilian 
life, the Reservist was able to follow a 
occupation with a salary of $200 per month. 
The Bureau of Employees Compensation 
would hold that there was a loss of pay of 
$100 monthly, and the Reservist’s award 
would be computed on the basis of the $100 
amount. For specific injuries, such as loss of 
limbs, hearing, and so forth, the Act pro 
yides a schedule of disabilities with awards 
for a specified number of weeks). 

5. Dependents’ Compensation Rates. De 
pendents of Air Force Reserve personnel, 
whether officers or airmen, whose death ot 
curs in line of duty, as a result of injury 
disease, are eligible to apply for and recelvé 
monthly compensation. 

a. Definitions: . 

(1) Widow. Includes only the decedent 
wife, living with or dependent upon him 
for support at the time of his death, 
living apart for reasonable cause, oF YY 
reason of his desertion. ed 

(2) Child. Includes stepchildren, adopte? 
children, and posthumous children, unmar 

ried and under the age of eighteen, 3 

well as those over the age of eighteen = 

are physically or mentally incapable of se 
support. 

(3) Parent. Includes stepparents and par 

ents by adoption. a 

b. Moxthly Rates. The monthly — 
tion rates for dependents, based on wot 
tablished percentage of the deceased serv oe 
man’s monthly pay, including base, longé 
ity, allowances, and incentive pay, follow: 

(Continued on Next Page) 
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(1) Widow or widower, ‘no child—45 per- 
cent, payable until death or remarriage. 

(2) Widow or widower, one child—55 
percent, each additional child 15 percent, 
with total not to exceed 75 percent for 
such widow or widower and children. 


(3) Children—If no widow or widower, 35 

cent for one child, 15 percent for each 
additional child, with total not to exceed 
75 percent, divided among such children, 
share and share alike. 

NOTE: The compensation payable for 
any child ceases upon the child’s death, 
marriage, or at the age of eighteen, unless 
he is incapable of self-support. 

(4) Parents—If both are wholly depend- 
end for support upon the deceased at the 
time of death, 20 percent is payable to 
each; if one is wholly dependent and the 
other is not dependent to any extent, 25 
percent is payable. If one or both are 
partly dependent, a proportionate amount 
is payable at the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of Labor. 

NOTE: The percentages noted above 
shall be paid if there is no widow, widower, 
or child. If there is a widow, widower, 
or child, the parents shall be paid a per- 
centage which, when added to the total 
percentages payable to the widow, widow- 
er, and children will not exceed 75 percent. 

(5) Other dependents — Grandparents, 
grandchildren, and brothers and sisters are 
also eligible for benefits, based upon their 
dependency on the deceased at the time of 
his death. 

6. Computation of Awards. In computing 
compensation under the Act, the monthly pay 
shall be considered to be not less than $150, 
but the total monthly compensation shall not 
exceed the monthly pay computed as pro- 
vided in the Act, or the sum of $525. 

1. Effective Date ef Award. The Bureau of 
Employees Compensation cannot begin pay- 
ments to a widow until six months after the 
serviceman’s death, inasmuch as the Air 
Force will pay to the widow, as a gratuity, 
an amount equal to six months pay (minus 
allowances) of the serviceman at the time 
of death. The Federal Employees Compensa- 
tion Act prohibits the payment of service pay 
and compensation benefits concurrently; 
therefore, the effective date of payment is 
the day following the end of the 6-month 
period. 

8 Election of Dual Benefits. Persons who 
are entitled to benefits under the Federal 
Employees Compensation Act, and to benefits 
from the Veterans Administration, are en- 
titled to make an election of the benefit they 
desire to receive, (See AFR’s 3413 and 
#39, for dependents’ compensation as ad- 
ministered by the Veterans Administration). 
The receipt of Veterans Administration bene- 
fits is not a bar te electing subsequently to 
receive benefits under the Employees Com- 
pensation Act. However, if a beneficiary in- 
dicates in writing an election to receive VA 
benefits instead of Employee Compensation 
Benefits, such election is final. The Veterans 
Administration has not yet ruled as to 
whether or not it will permit a person who 
has elected to take Employees Compensation 
to elect subsequently to receive Veterans Ad- 
ministration benefits. 

9. Claims: 

a. Disability. Claims for compensation for 
disability should be made within 60 days of 
the date of injury. 

b. Death. Claims for dependency compen- 
sation shall be made within one year after 
the date of the serviceman’s death. However, 
the Bureau of Employees Compensation has 
authority to accept a claim filed within five 
years after death, provided that: 


(1) The failure to file the claim within 
one year is shown to have been caused by 
circumstances beyond the control of the 
Person claiming benefits, and 


(2) The interest of the Government were 
not prejudiced by the failure to file within 
one year. The claim should be forwarded 
to the Director, Bureau of Employees Com- 
pensation, Department of Labor, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C., on the prescribed forms which 
that Department furnishes upon request.

The initial assembly point was Port- 
land, Oreg., and they were returned 
to that Air Base after their trip to and 
inspection of activities at Lackland. On 
the flight were public spirited ladies who 
are community leaders, representatives 
of the press and radio, and prominent 
personalities in edueational fields, many 
of whom have been active in assisting the 
program of recruiting women for the 
Services. 

Because the project was unique in re- 
cruiting efforts, THE JOURNAL asked one 
of the participants to write her reactions 
to the trip so that other areas, which 
may consider similar plans, can see its 
results. 

In response to THE JOURNAL’S request 
Mrs. Wellwood E. Beall, of Seattle, Wash., 
Chairman of the Women’s Selection 
Committee for WAC-WAF Procurement, 
wrote the following letter to the Editor 
of THE JOURNAL: 

“Editor, ARMY-NAVyY-AIR FORCE JOURNAL: 

“I was pleased to receive your letter in 
regard to our recent flight to the W.A.F. 
Training Center at Lackland Air Force 
Base and would like very much to com- 
ment on my impressions as their guest 
at the base. 

“First of all, however, I should like to 
say orchids to the Personnel, particularly 
Lt. John C, (Sudden) Ludden, who never 
let the smile leave his face as he acted 
as escort to our bucket plane party 
dubbed the ‘Powder Puff Express.’ Play- 
ing nursemaid to nineteen bewildered 
civilian women was not an easy under- 
taking, to say nothing of the injury to his 
dignity at the various stops along route. 

“T understand it was the first trip of its 
kind and wondered if it might be the last 
after overhearing our pilot remark to 
the co-pilot that it was the first flight he 
ever made where the crew persistently 
reached for the lipstick with the signal 
to ‘fasten seat belts.’ 

“Although two days there was not long 
enough to come up with any documen- 
tary or profound statement, I can, how- 
ever, comment that we covered a great 
deal of ground and all that I saw and 
heard left a deep impression of confidence 
in the people responsible for the train- 
ing of these women. Particularly Lt. Col. 
Della Angst, who seemed, despite her 
warm feminine charm, to be fully able to 
shoulder such a tremendous responsi- 
bility. 

“As I am a mother of three children 
faced with the question of their future 
education, my husband and I recently in- 
spected a number of fine eastern schools 
—with these various schools as a com- 
parison, I proceeded to evaluate the base. 

“From the standpoint of equipment and 
personal comfort, there was not a great 
difference. The girls who are there for a 
longer period of time had as equal op- 
portunities for enhancing their quarters 
as some of the best boarding schools. 
However, the enlistees who are there for 
their eight weeks’ basic training are 
naturally not as inclined to decorate their 
sleeping quarters for obvious reasons. 
They are quartered in regular Army bar- 
racks and I was quite surprised and in- 
terested that every girl we questioned 
told us that they preferred it that way. 

“From the standpoint of spiritual and 
social opportunities I don’t know where 
there could be better advantages, but the 
thing that interested us most was the 
training in character building. 

“Accent on the importance of neatness 
and punctuality is preparing these young 
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women for the battle of life in peacetime 
as well as in war. Only military training 
can instill this into them and for that 
reason, it would be the deciding factor 
were I to choose for my own daughter. 

“TI believe in long term planning; with- 
out the understanding of good personal 
habits which these girls seem so beau- 
tifully aware of, the best cultural ad- 
vantages cannot help them. It is this with 
the combined variety of vocational 
courses available while at the same time, 
earning a livelihood seemed to us on the 
trip a difficult offer to beat, and if more 
of the public were better informed by 
publicity and word of mouth, it would 
greatly help the recruitment effort. 

“Impressions of this trip have been 
passed along by the news reporters and 
by the rest of us over radio and various 
other means of contact such as schools 
and club gatherings. 

“T believe here in Seattle we have set 
up a pretty good working plan that is 
beginning to bring in results. We hope 
even better results after the holidays but 
would welcome any suggestions from 
other organized cities. 

“I was in hopes that every state or 
army area could be organized along 
similar lines in order that ideas could 
be exchanged. If each area had a list of 
committee chairmen of other areas for 
the purpose of corresponding, some ef- 
fort and cost might also be saved. 

“Our local recruiting headquarters 
have cooperated superbly and I’m deeply 
grateful for their splendid help.

O.K. Temp. Flying Pay 
Ground maintenance personnel of 
strategic weather recennaissance squad- 
rons of the Air Weather Service who 
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accompany aircraft while conducting 
temporary operations away from home 
base are now authorized flying pay for 
the duration of such projects. 

A recent letter from USAF headquar- 
ters also authorizes temporary flying 
status for auto-pilot technicians—one in 
each squadron—who will troubleshoot 
automatic pilot operation on the squad- 
ron’s aircraft during flights. Flying pay 
authorizations for both categories of 
maintenance personnel will expire on 30 
June, 1952, but probably will be renewed 
at that time. 

Such authorization was originally re- 
quested for ground maintenance person- 
nel of the 53d Strategic Reconnaissance 
Squadron in connection with “Fox Able 
Four,” the history-making transoceanic 
flight of two F-S4E jet fighters, during 
which project some of the squadron’s 
WB-29s were staged away from home 
base where maintenance facilities were 
not adequate.

Skepticism on POW List. It is a sad but 
necessary action that the United States military 
and civilian leaders have taken in warning the 
people to adopt a wait and see attitude toward 
the list of American prisoners furnished by our 
Red enemies. The cruelty and deceptiveness the 
Communist regime exercises toward its own peo- 
ples, as evidenced by the secret arrests and im- 
prisonments by the OGPU and the millions held 
in slave labor, leave little room to credit them 
with consideration for the feelings of others. 
If, in the warped machinations of their minds, 
they believe they can achieve a military or 
psychological advantage by deception they would 
most certainly do so. Their failure to abide by 
civilized law and custom in not furnishing lists of 
prisoners to the International Red Cross and their 
refusal to permit Red Cross representatives to 
visit or inspect their prison camps is evidence 
enough that their treatment of prisoners will not 
stand the light of publicity. These are harsh but 
hard facts with which to temper the joy of find- 
ing at last some of those who have been long 
missing. 

The brightest side of the picture lies in the 
preparations being made to transport and care 
for the prisoners should an armistice be signed 
and an exchange effected. Our military services 
have worked out most detailed plans which can be 
put into operation on a moment’s notice. All those 
resources which have proved so effective in car- 
ing for our wounded will be employed—helicop- 
ters, planes, ambulances, hospital ships, and the 
splendid medical services which have built such 
an enviable record. When that day arrives, 
humanity will begin for these men and the full 
facts become known as to the survivors and how 
they were treated.

“Operation Hen Party" — The cooperation 
and participation of local community leaders and 
civic and business organizations have always 
been important factors in the success of recruit- 
ing programs for the Armed Forces. In the case 
ef the current program of recruiting 72,000 
women for the Services by next July, such 
cooperation and participation by public spirited 
civilian women and their organizations are 
doubly important. To this end, the Northern 
Recruiting District, Sixth Army, at Vancouver 
Barracks, Wash., recently invited 18 prominent 
and influential ladies from that area to pay a 
flying visit to the WAF Training Center at Lack- 
land AFB, Tex., to see at first hand just how 
women recruits are trained and cared for. 

The novelty of flying 18 women such a long 
distance in military aircraft and returning them 
safely to their home areas engendered a great 
deal of good-natured fun and also posed a num- 
ber of new problems to those conducting the tour. 
The project was facetiously labeled “Operation 
Hen Party.” The plane was dubbed the “Powder 
Puff Express.” 

At Lackland, the visiting women talked to 
girls who had enlisted from their home towns; 
they saw their living quarters and recreational 
facilities, their supervised weekly dances, and the 
several chapels for religious services. That they 
were convinced of the worth of the program 
is evident by the letter from one of the partici- 
pants, Mrs. Wellwood E. Beall of Seattle, chair- 
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man of the Women’s Selection Committee for 
WAC-WAF Procurement, which THE JOURNAL 
prints on page 497 of this issue. 

The success of the project will be reflected not 
only in the women’s recruitment program, but 
also in a better understanding by these leading 
women of the administrative and functional prob-

Electromatic Efficiency Reports 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

With reference to the letter of “Lt. Col.” having to 
do with the electromatic efficiency report, I would like 
to add some remarks from personal experience. 

Department of the Army appears to have put itself 
in the position of saying that my efficiency reperts 
are good enough for permanent appointment and pro- 
motion, but not good enough for temporary prometien. 
This seems to be the result of retaining the scores 
established by the discredited electromatic form. 

Officers of my date of rank were promoted in July 
1951. Having suffered from the delusion for some years 
past that my commanders considered me a Superier 
or at least an Excellent officer, I was somewhat cha- 
grined at being excluded. 

I put a letter through channels asking the reason 
for the omission. The reply was that “the board of 
officers selecting personnel for promotion is not re- 
quired to record their meetings, nor are they permitted 
to divulge any information regarding the meetings.” 

I then wrote Career Management asking the same 
question. Their reply was the same, but went on to 
say: “An examination of your records reveals that the 
most probable reason for your not being premeted 
is that your efficiency record must have fallen below 
the minimum standard. This statement is made based 
on a study of the rather low reports you received dur- 
ing the periods...” giving the dates of four short 


periods in 1948, 1949, and 1950. 

Now, the peculiar thing is that the first two periods 
mentioned comprise 6 months, or one half, the period 
I spent as a battery commander on Competitive Tour.

As a result of this tour, I was commissioned in the 
RA in competition with other aspirants. It seems in- 
consistent to me. 

For the third period mentioned, I served as assistant 
operations officer of a battalion. I do not recall who 
the rating officer was, but I do recall that at this 
approximate time the battalion commander showed 
me my reports on two separate occasions, on which 
were stated, “. . . performs his duties in a superior 
manner; should receive higher staff duties. .. .” 

For the last period mentioned, as a Military Mission 
advisor, I don’t know what the report said, but my 
chief at that time stated verbally that he wanted me 
promoted. 

If any unfavorable remarks were made about me 
on any report in present grade, I have not been it 
formed of them, as I believe regulations require. 

Just six months ago I was promoted in the Regular 
Army on the basis of the same reports cited above 
as being not good enough for temporary promotion. 

I held the next higher grade in the Reserve in 1948, 
which appointment was automatically terminated 
when I accepted RA appointment. 

I have served in field grade positions for the past 
two and a half years. During that time I’ve received 
commendations from a battalion commander for my 
services as operations officer, and from the chief of 
my section for services as Military Mission advisor. 
The latter officer is now a brigadier general. 

Finally, when this situation became clear, my pres 
ent chief of section submitted for me last month 4 
recommendation for promotion, saying, “. . . he has 
shown his qualification for promotion by the technical 
excellence and outstanding manner in which he has 
performed his duties... .” 

Whether this recommendation is acted upon or not, 
some damage has been done. Officers six months my 
junior have been promoted over me, and word’s gotten 
around that “He’s been passed over. Must be some 
thing queer about him.” 

I do not believe that Department of Army intend 
the promotion system to operate in this manner. There 
must be many first-class officers who have been very 
unfairly affected. For these reasons I hope corrective 
action will be taken before further damage is done, 
get these invalid scores thrown out.

XCHANGE of lists of prisoners of war held by the United Nations and the 

Communists removed this week an important barrier to the success of Korean 
armistice negotiations, but it by no means assured the success of the current dis- 
cussions. Under arrangements made last month, the 30-day period during which 
the provisional agreement on a tentative truce line will remain in force expires 
next week on 27 Dec. This does not mean that truce talks will be discontinued at 
that time, only that the agreement on a dividing line will be no longer binding, 
and that if an armistice is subsequently concluded a new line will have to be drawn 
to conform to the military situation then existing. Of course, if, contrary to present 
expectations, an agreement appears close next week the deadline may be extended 
by mutual consent beyond 27 Dec. 

The release of the names of Allied prisoners of war represents a sudden reversal 
of policy by the Reds. Previously they had reiterated with tedious monotony their 
decision that no prisoner list would be provided by them until final arrangements 
for exchange of those captured by each side had been made. When this stubborness 
had almost reached the point of wrecking the conference the Communists suddenly 
capitulated and agreed to exchange lists. The United Nations gave the Reds the 
names of 132,474 Communist prisoners held by the Allies, and the Communists, in 
turn, handed the Allied delegates a list of 11,559 prisoners, including 7,142 South 
Koreans, 3,198 Americans, 919 British, 234 Turks, 40 Filipinos, 10 French, 6 Australians, 
4 South Africans, 3 Japanese, and one each from Canada, Greece, and Holland. 
Since Japan is not a participant in the Korean war it is assumed that the three listed 
as Japanese may be Americans of Japanese descent. 

The Communist list includes the name of Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, USA, long 
missing commander of the 24th Division, tending to confirm previous unverified 
reports that he was a prisoner of the Reds. 


pe THE LIST FURNISHED BY THE COMMUNISTS was shockingly small. The 
South Koreans report nearly 90,000 missing in action, and there are approximately 
11,000 Americans listed as currently missing in action. The great discrepancy in the 
number of South Koreans missing and the number listed as prisoners may be 
partially accounted for by the probability that many South Korean prisoners were 
forced to join the Red army of North Korea. Of the nearly 8,000 Americans unac- 
counted for, possibly as many as 3,000 or 4,000 were killed in action, but their bodies 
were not recovered and identified. Some of the others may have died of wounds or 
disease while prisoners, but several thousand are believed to have been brutally 
murdered by their captors. Positive proof has been obtained of the atrocious murder 
of hundreds of American prisoners and other evidence indicates that possibly more 
than 5,000 Americans may have been slain by the Reds after having been captured. 

While there is some question as to the complete accuracy of the Communist 
list, it appears in general to be in substantial accord with corresponding names on 
Defense Department lists of missing in action, though some discrepancies have been 
disclosed. There is at least a suspicion that the Red list may not be complete, and 
that, particularly in the case of the South Koreans, many more prisoners may be 
held than have been reported, despite Red insistence that all Allied prisoners held 
by the Communists are included. 

In July and August of 1950, the Communists transmitted through the Interna- 
tional Red Cross the names of 110 held prisoner, but since that time no such reports 
were made. However, Red radio broadcasts from time to time gave names of 
American prisoners of war, but the total so disclosed was very small. The Depart- 


ment of Defense in its most recent casualty report carried only 175 names of those | 


known to be prisoners of war. 

Among those carried on the Communist list as prisoners of war are about 20 
individuals previously reported as having been killed in action. In at least some 
cases bodies identified as those of persons now listed by the Reds as prisoners were 
returned to the United States and buried with military honors. In each instance 
a commissioned officer has been directed to visit the next of kin to report the 
discrepancy and advise that an investigation is being made. 

Another discrepancy noted by officials arises from a list of 37 American officers 
reported as prisoners in a Russian propaganda statement last August, but only 12 
of whom are included in the current Communist list. Ambassador Jakob Malik, 
Soviet delegate to the United Nations, circulated a plea for peace in Korea bearing 
the purported signatures of the 37 officers, indicating that they were then in a Red 
Prison camp. Officials are interested in knowing what became of those not included 
on the new list. 


> THE NEXT MOVE in the proposal for the exchange of prisoners of war will 
be to determine whether the basis of exchange will be one for one, as the Allies 
Suggest, or all for all, as the Communists demand. Since the Allies list 132,474 
enemy prisoners and the Reds say they hold only 11,559 United Netions prisoners 
it can hardly be expected that the Allies would agree to return to the enemy the 
equivalent of a dozen Red divisions, while receiving less than one in return, unless 
absolutely assured of a permanent cessation of hostilities. 

One possibility would be the exchange, without regard to numbers, of all those 
permanently disabled by wounds or disease, and of the others on a man for man 
basis, which would leave the Allies with well over 100,000 Red prisoners to be held 
gs a permanent peace is negotiated. A compkcating factor is that many of 
; Prisoners held by the Allies, particularly North Koreans, are strongly opposed

sh soldiers and fanatical Egyptian terrorists. Four British tanks this week 
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exchanged fire with an Egyptian mob as they went to the rescue of a party of 
military police ambushed by the Egyptians. Despite the continued seriousness of 
the situation in the Canal Zone and the Sudan there was some slight hope this 
week that high-level Anglo-Egyptian talks might take place in Paris and tend to 
relieve the growing tension. 

The Soviet Union reported this week that two American spies who had para- 
chuted into Russia last August had been executed. The alleged spies had Russian 
names and were admittedly Russian subjects. The State Department said it had 
never heard of them. The supposition is that they were Russian revolutionaries, 
and for propaganda purposes the Soviet government called them American agents. 

Two icebreakers loaned by this country to Russia during World War II were 
returned to the American Navy this week at Bremerhaven, Germany, after long 
delays. The ships, which were in trim condition when lent to Russia, were coated 
with grease and rust when returned, and they appeared not to have been painted 
or given a general overhaul for a long time. 

















Russia Building Up Fleet—One of the most authoritative sources on 
naval power, the British publication Jane’s Fighting Ships, reports this week that 
Russia has almost four hundred submarines in active service and is laying plans 
to build one thousand more, some with top underwater speeds of 29 mph and 
constructed for the special purpose of laying mines. The fastest U. S. submersibles 
(the Navy’s new Tang class subs) reportedly travel underwater at a top speed of 
20 mph. 

A number of conflicting reports have been made about the Russian fleet in 
recent weeks, especially those pertaining to Red underseas craft. Brassey's Annual, 
another unofficial British publication, stated recently that Russia now has 380 
subs in service and is building at least 120 more. This week, one wire service reported 
from London that Jane’s lists “eventual” Russian underseas strength at 1,000; 
another quotes the yearbook as expressing a belief that Russia now has 370 subs 
in service and will build 1,000 additional underseas vessels. 

The new edition of Jane’s also reports that the USSR is building four new 
battleships, four super-cruisers, 16 other cruisers and 120 destroyers. The dread- 
naughts, Jane’s said, will carry two batteries of guided missiles in addition to six 
to nine 16-inch guns and 24 5.5-inch guns of a new model. The battleships are 
“said to be equipped with one or two catapult towers for firing radio-controlled 
aerial torpedoes, also rocket-firing apparatus and radio-controlled guns.” 

The British annual states that the battleships are reportedly 42,000 to 45,000 
tons, and that they have been named the Soviet Union, Country of the Soviets, 
Soviet White Russia, and Constitution of Stalin. 

The former German aircraft carrier, Graf Zeppelin, is believed to have been 
rebuilt by the Russians for use as a guided missile test ship, Jane’s said. All of the 
reports were acknowledged as persistent by Jane’s, but they were “presented with 
reserve” by the publication. 


It’s “The Real MeCoy’’—Jet Style—Airmen at MacDill AFB, Fla., lost 
little time in hanging a name on their new swept-wing bomber, the first Boeing 
B-47 Stratojet to be delivered to the Strategic Air Command. It’s “The Real Mc- 
Coy,” named in honor of Col. Michael N. W. McCoy, commander of the 306th Bombard- 
ment Wing, in which the 600-mile-an-hour bomber presently is employed in transi- 
tion training, and the man who was named more than a year ago to head the world’s 
first B-47 bombardment unit. 

Colonel McCoy knew nothing of the selection of the name until he saw it painted 
along the forward fuselage of the ship as he prepared to take it up one day re- 
cently. “It’s completely fitting,” pointed out Lt. Col. Alan F. Adams, commander of 
the 369th Bombardment Squadron to which the plane it attached. “It signifies 
top quality and dependability wherever it may be applied.” 

Colonel McCoy supervised preparations for the historical around-the-world flight 
of the B-50 “Lucky Lady II,” and flew the B-29 tanker that refueled the ship as it 
passed over the Philippines. He also served as co-pilot when Maj. Gen. Frank A. 
Armstrong flew the first non-stop flight from Hokkaido, Japan, to Washington, D. C. 


U. S. Expert Leaned to Italy—aA former Army Lt. Col., who directed “dig- 
ging out” operations in last summer’s disastrous Kansas-Missouri flood, has been 
sent to Italy at the urgent request of the Italian Government to lend a hand in the 
Po River Valley clean-up. He is John S. Davis, civil engineer with the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

During World War II, Army Engineers under the command of Colonel Davis 
built numerous military bridges over the Po, and it was in the Po Valley that he 
received rotation orders two days after V-E day. He was selected for his new task 
because of his former Po River Valley work and because of his outstanding experi- 
ence in U. S. flood disasters. 


Marine Corps Bill Ready To Geo—When Congress reconvenes on 8 Jan., 
an important and controversial piece of Service legislation will be ready for speedy 
action by the House Rules Committee. This is a measure, reported favorably by the 
House Armed Service Committee, which would put a floor of 300,000 on the strength 
of the Marine Corps and which would make the Commandant a voting member of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. A companion bill which has passed the Senate provides 
only that the Commandant shall be a consultant to the JCS. The Senate bill con- 
tains no provision for a minimum strength of the Marine Corps. 

The House Armed Services Committee completed its hearings on the Marine 
Corps bill and favorably reported its version long before Congress adjourned. How- 
ever, the House Rules Committee, despite the fact that the legislation was pending 
on its agenda, took no action to bring it to a vote en the floor of the House. It is 
not conceivable that the delaying tactics can be continued for very long after Con- 
gress reconvenes. 

If the House should pass the bill as approved by the Committee and insist 
successfully in a conference with representatives of the Senate on the minimum 
strength and JCS membership provisions, many consider that a Presidential veto 
would be likely. The House, in order to avoid such a veto, may decide to go along 
with the Senate bill. 
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Amend Officer Persennel Act—There were reports this week that the 
Senate Armed Services Committee will begin hearings shortly after the New Year 
on 47 areas of difference in the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 

It is recalled that the existence of the 47 points of difference in promotion 
policies of the various Services came to light during hearings on legislation to 
reestablish the rank of commodore in the Navy. A subcommittee headed by Senator 
Stennis (D-Miss) was told that this matter was just one of 47 under consideration 
at the Pentagon. A full report was promised by Department of Defense personnel 
officials. 

Actually, a study to eliminate as many variances as possible in the Officer 
Personnel Act was undertaken during the time Louis Johnson was Secretary of 
Defense. The study had been requested by the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, 
who was then Frank Pace, jr., now Secretary of the Army. 


Ships ef the Fleet—The biggest ship to return to the West Coast this 
week was the 27,000-ton aircraft carrier Bon Homme Richard, which arrived at 
San Diego on 17 Dec., after six months off Korea. She is commanded by Capt. 
Cecil B. Gill. Aboard the ship were four aircraft squadrons, Attack Air Group 102, 
commaarded by Comdr. Harold N. Funk. 

Two ships which arrived in Long Beach were the fleet oiler Cimarron, com- 
manded by Comdr. P. H. Wells, and the destroyer Ernest G. Small, skippered by 
Comdr. Robert L. Neyman. The Cimarron completed a ten-months’ tour of duty 
in Korean waters last August, and since then has been operating out of Sasebo, 
Japan, providing logistic support to the Naval Forces in the Far East. The Small, 
which docked at Long Beach on 19 Dec., will receive extensive repairs on her bow 
section, blown off when she struck a mine last October off Hungnam. 

Four other destroyers, comprising Destroyer Division 151, have arrived in 
Hawaii from the Korean war. They are Boyd, Tingey, McDermutt and Yarnall, all 
four of which saw action with both Task Force 77, operating along Korea’s east coast, 
and Task Force 95, the UN Blockade and Escort Force. They had been in the 
combat area since June. 

A ship reunion will be held at the Pearl Harbor Chief Petty Officers’ Club on 
19 Jan., for personnel who served on board the battleship New Mexico. Anyone 
who has served aboard the battleship or who has knowledge of the whereabouts 
of personnel in the Hawaiian area who served aboard the ship, are requested to 
contact Chief Boatswain Mate Henry L. Withers at Pearl Harbor, 4711, extension 
53248. 

Reactivation of the 27,000-ton aircraft carrier Intrepid will soon be taken from 
the mothball fleet at Hunter’s Point, Calif., and returned to active duty. A report 
from San Francisco said that the ship will be partially reactivated at the Naval 
Shipyard there, commissioned while in a reduced status, and moved to Newport News, 
Va., for modernization. 

Communist Yugoslavia got a first glimpse of a U. S. warship this week as the 
cruiser Des Moines, flagship of the Sixth Fleet, anchored in the Port of Rijeka. 
Vice Adm. Matthias B. Gardner, the Fleet commander, made visits to American 
Ambassador to Yugoslavia George V. Allen, and to city and county Communist 
officials. The visits were later returned aboard the cruiser and Vice Adm. Mate 
Jerkovic, Commander in Chief of the Yugoslav Navy, lunched with Admiral Gardner. 


Medical Research Centracts—The Army Medical Research and Develop- 
ment Board has awarded approximately 250 medical research contracts to uni- 
versities, medical schools and hospitals for the fiscal year 1952, according to Col. 
John R. Wood, MC, Chairman. 

The major fields of emphasis include research in the prophylaxis and treatment 
of thermal and ionizing radiation injuries, traumatic surgery and shock, preventive 
medicine, new drugs and antibiotics, liver and respiratory diseases and human en- 
gineering. 


Ordnance Beard Chief Transferred—Col. Harrison Shaler, former chief 
of the Ordnance Board at Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md., has been reassigned to 
the Pentagon Building in Washington, D. C. Colonel Shaler had been at the Proving 
Ground since 1947 after he returned from Europe where he served as Assistant 
Deputy U.S. High Commissioner for Austria. 
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Navy MIG Victor Assigned—A Naval officer with the distinction of shooting 
down two Russian Mig-15 jet planes in action over Korea while he was serving with 
the Air Force, has reported for duty to the U. S. Naval School, General Line, at 
Monterey, Calif. He is Lt. Comdr. Paul Edward Pugh, who will be a student in the 
General Line Class of 1952 which convenes next spring. He is one of the first sty. 
dents, in the new class to arrive at Monterey, and prior to assuming his duties he 
is temporarily assigned to duty on the staff. 

Commander Pugh bagged his two Migs over Mig-Alley in northwestern Ko. 
rea while flying combat air patrol in a Sabre-jet fighter group with the Air Force, 
He was one of several Naval officers who have served with the Air Force under an 
exchange program designed to acquaint the officers of the respective services with 
the operations of their contemporaries. 


New Organ Fer West Peint—A new pipe organ, the gift of the National 
Broadcasting Company, was dedicated recently at the U. S. Military Academy, West 
Point, N. Y., by Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Herman J. Kregel, post chaplain. Maj. Gen, 
Frederick A. Irving, USA, Superintendent of the Academy, accepted the gift from 
Mr. George Nixon, NBC’s manager of engineering development. 


Quartermaster Cerps—Col. Norman P. Williams, President QM Board, Ft. 
Lee, Va. is being reassigned to MAAG Saigon, Indo-China in March 1952. Col. Paul 
Kellam was released from the Medical Holding Detachment, U. S. Army Hospital, 
Ft. Belvoir, Va., and assigned to Headquarters, Sixth Army on 20 Dec. 1951, for duty 
as Army QM. Col. Willard H. Kilpatrick was transferred 13 Dec. from the Food 
Service School, Ft. Meade, Md., to Ft. Lewis, Wash., for duty as Post QM. Col, 
George L. Darley, presently assigned to Camp Cooke, Calif., will be transferred to 
The European Command in Januray 1952. 


Attack Service Exchanges—tThe General Council of the National Retail 
Associations appears to be mounting another attack on the already severely curtailed 
operations of the Army and Air Force Exchanges and the Navy’s Ships Service 
Stores. These operations, designed primarily for the comfort, convenience, and 
welfare of enlisted personnel, have been a constant target for small groups of local 
merchants, despite the fact that it is estimated that about 75 per cent of the soldiers’, 
Sailors’ and airmen’s pay is spent off their posts. As a result of Congressional hear- 
ings held in 1949, the items carried and the so-called special order business have 
been greatly restricted with resultant financial loss to Service personnel. Similar 
complaints have brought about increases of food prices in the commissaries. All 
of this activity has boosted the cost of living to Service families at a time when 
they, practically alone of all categories of civilian and governmental workers, have 
failed to receive increases in their pay to meet rising prices. The new exchange 
regulations have been rigidly policed and while some isolated violations may have 
occurred, the Services know there is no laxness. Let’s have a moratorium on attacks 
against the exchanges and the Service families’ budgets. 


Flight Simulaters—The F2H-2 is the latest operational flight trainer being 
developed by Link for the Navy. The simulated Banshee unit is so designed that a 
fighter pilot will experience the same flight environment, control reactions and 
instrument indications as in the air. Newly developed electronic systems are being 
used to attain the ultimate in accurate and realistic engine, flight and radio simu- 
lation. 

Included in other contracts Link is executing for the Navy are I-D-5a radio aids 
units, F3D-1 and F3D-2 versions of the Link F3D OFT, polar conversion of the 
Celestial Navigation Trainer, as well as new type radar search and intercept equip 
ment. 

Link’s Air Force contracts for flight training equipment include a quantity of 
C-11A jet trainers and two new type jet simulators, the B-47B and F-89C. In addi- 
tion to these, the firm is building a number of E-26 electronic fixed gunnery trainers. 

Latest versions of the F3D trailerized trainer, the F3D-1 and F3D-2, are being 
built to simulate the Navy’s radar equipped night fighter, Skyknight. 

But, as in the case of the F3D, both later models will include all pertinent types 
of environmental flight conditions found in the improved F3D jet plane. 

Also nearing completion is the latest search and’ interception radar equipment 
which will be used with these trainers. This special equipment is independently 
housed in self-contained trailer units and will provide complete night fighter train- 
ing for Navy pilots. 


Army Field Forces—Maj. Gen. Robert H. Soule has arrived at Ft. Monroe, 
Va., to take over his new assignment as Inspector of Infantry. He replaces Lt. Gen. 
Frank W. Milburn, who will become Chief Inspector. General Soule returned from 
Korea early in November, where he served as commanding general of the 3d 
Infantry Division. 

Col. Harold K. Johnson and Lt. Col. Benjamin T. Behnken, jr., were assigned 
recently to OCAFF’s G-3 Section. 


President Honorary Member of Canadian Mess—Defense Minister 
Brooke Claxton has announced ‘that President Truman had accepted an honorary 
membership in the Officers Mess, Third Divisional Royal Canadian Artillery, Mon- 
treal. Mr. Truman, who like Mr. Claxton served as a gunner in the First World 
War, now is an honorary member of the Defense Minister’s old regiment. 

The President accepted the invitation after he had attended U. S. military 
manoeuvres with Mr. Claxton at Ft. Benning, Ga. and Elgin Field, Fla. He also ac 
cepted a Royal Canadian Artillery “Gunners” tie from Maj. Gen. A. E. Walford, CB, 
CBE, MM, ED, Honorary Colonel of Mr. Claxton’s old regiment “in appreciation of 
your own distinguished service in that important arm of the service.” ; 

At the dinner Mr. Claxton told how the tie presentation came about. The Pres! 
dent, seated next to the Defense Minister at Eglin Field, remarked on the “sul 
ner’s” tie Mr. Claxton was wearing. Mr. Claxton expressed surprise that the “best- 
known gunner in the world” did not have one and said he would see that the 
situation was rectified.

After a description of 
the symptoms had been radioed to the sur- 
geon at Greeland Air Base, it was decided 
that the patient should be transported to 
the hospital if his life was to be saved. 

Maj. James Gardner, commander of the 
Greenland ARS, calculated the chances for 
a successful landing based on the estirmated 
ice thickness at River Clyde and then au- 
thorized Captain Corcoran and his crew to 
attempt a rescue. 

Since River Clyde, located on the eastern 
shore of Baffinland in the frozen Arctic, has 
no airfield, the landing had to be made on 
the river. Captain Corcoran, down in a long 
approach, then with power on, skimmed the 
plane over the ice, gradually settling. 

The patient was put aboard while the 
plane was in motion. It was necessary to 
keep the plane moving to prevent it from 
freezing to the ice. 

The takeoff was uneventful. From there, 
the plane flew 500 miles to another northern 
base, Sondre Stromfjord, for refueling. Both 
Sondre Stromfjord and Greenland Air Base, 
are installations of the Northeast Air Com- 
mand, of which Maj. Gen. Lyman P. Whit- 
ten is commanding general.

Liberalize Sea Pay 


An additional number of Coast Guard 
enlisted personnel will be made eligible 
for sea duty pay as a result of a revision 
of Article 137, Pay and Supply Instruc- 
tions. Promulgation of Amendment 160 
may result in additional vessels being 
placed in a category which would entitle 
enlisted members attached thereto to 
credit for sea duty for pay purposes inas- 
much as certain limitations have been 
removed. Vessels whose operational or- 
ders do not restrict them to service with- 
in the inland waters of the U. S. are 
among those vessels that may become 
eligible for credit of sea duty for pay 
purposes. Article 137(7), as amended, pro- 
vides that lightships stationed on the 
boundary lines of the inland waters of 
the U. S. (as defined by Coast Guard 
Publications, CG-169, CG-172, and CG-184) 
are not considered to be restricted to 
service within the inland waters of the 
U. S., thus entitling enlisted personnel 
attached to such vessels to credit of sea 
duty for pay purposes.

The statutory functions which have been 
assigned to the Comptroller are account- 
ing, auditing, budgeting and progress and 
statistical reporting. In addition, by 
Army Regulations, the Comptroller has 
been assigned responsibility for fiscal ac- 
tivities in general, for management en- 
gineering, and for the integration of pro- 
gram review and analysis in the Army. 

The Comptroller was created to intro- 
duce the very best modern business prac- 
tices in the military program, so as to 
improve over-all organization and basic 
processes. Two principal conditions are 
necessary to have effective management 
and economical operation,—that is, time- 
ly and accurate information at the levels 
where decisions are made and adequate 
professional staff available to top com- 
mand to assist in obtaining the best or- 
ganization, methods and _ procedures 
throughout the Army. 


Strong Influence 


The Comptroller can exert a strong in- 
fluence in the Army’s ceaseless quest for 
mew and better ways to do its tasks. 
Through accounting, statistical, and re- 
porting activities he can collect and sum- 
marize information, which, when inter- 
preted and evaluated, permits a construc- 
tive review and analysis of Army pro- 
grams. He can influence administrative 
operations through his responsibility for 
building the consolidated budget of the 
Army. The Comptroller can recommend 
improvements by critically searching or- 
ganizations and procedures to assure that 
proper provisions have been made to im- 
prove the way in which the Army carries 
out its responsibilities. This latter 
method is done by using the principles 
and methods of management engineer- 
ing. Simply put, this searching is done 
by continually studying organizations and 
procedures within the Army. The prod- 
uct of this process is recommendations 
for the most effective utilization of our 
basic resources—men, money, materials 
and facilities. 

These are the over-all reasons for the 
Comptroller’s existence. At this time it is 
thought necessary to correct a misappre- 
hension shared by many. A great num- 
ber of people believe that the Comptrol- 
ler is only carrying on the activities 
formerly performed by the old Control 
Division of the Army Services Forces. 
This is definitely not factual. The activi- 
ties of the Comptroller today are based 
on an entirely different concept. The 
present-day Comptroller, and this in- 
cludes Comptrollers in the field as well 
as The Comptroller of the Army, is a 
staff officer whose duty it is to advise and 
assist his commander in carrying out his 
responsibilities for efficient and economi- 
cal management of his command. He does 
not have command authority, but his ad- 
vice covers all of the fields previously 
mentioned. 

Present Projects 

With this brief background of the his- 
tory and functions of the Comptroller, 
here are a few of the projects in which 
the Office of the Comptroller of the Army 
is presently engaged. 

1. Army Industrial Fund Program. A 
program to provide a more effective 
means for controlling the costs of goods 
and services produced by industrial type 
establishments, and a more effective and 
flexible means for financing, budgeting, 
and accounting for such operations. 

2. Management Improvement Program. 
A program to encourage improvement 
in the over-all management of the Army 
by command and supervisory action, and 
to provide the necessary management en- 
gineering techniques to carry out this un- 
dertaking. 

3. Work Simplification Program. A pro- 
gram to insure maximum participation of 
military and civilian personnel in im- 
proving operating methods and proced- 
ures by instructing them in easily under- 
stood and proven techniques. The Work 
Simplification Program provides a means 
for securing systematic improvements in 
operations under the Management Im- 
provement Program. 

4. Internal Audit Program. A program 
which provides for an independent ap- 
praisal of the accounting and financial 








operations, and of the directly related 
policies, procedures, organizations, and 
personnel, within the Army Establish- 
ment, as a basis for protective and ad- 
visory service to all levels of manage- 
ment. 

5. Installation Accounting Tests. A pro- 
gram designed to develop a system of 
accounting which will supply the in- 
formation required to support a per- 
formance budget. 

6. Management Audit Program. A pro- 
gram designed to strengthen general 
management in the Army Establishment 
through management engineering sur- 
veys or audits of organizational elements, 
such as Technical Services or Continental 
Armies, and functional areas such as re- 
search and development, procurements, 
supply, maintenance or personnel ad- 
ministration. Special studies in the areas 
of stock control, cataloging, and procure- 
ment lead-time have been made. 

7. Work Measurement and Manpower 
Staffing Guides Project. A comprehensive 
project to study existing systems of work 
measurement and manpower staffing 
guides, and to determine the system or 
systems which should be adopted by the 
Army, is now underway. As a result of 
this project the Army should meet, more 
adequately, its responsibility in effective- 
ly, efficiently, and economically control- 
ling and utilizing manpower. 

8. Performance Budget. The Budget 
Division, Office of the Comptroller of the 
Army, is presently working on the prob- 
lem of implementing performance budg- 
eting throughout the Army Establish- 
ment. 

9. Program Review and Analysis. The 
timely presentation to the Chief of Staff 
and the Secretary of the Army of an 
integrated review and analysis of prog- 
ress in achieving Army program objec- 
tives. Associated with this over-riding 
project are planning and developing poli- 
cies, procedures, standards and tech- 
niques for, and exercising staff supervis- 
ion over: 

(1) A system for review and analysis 
of Army program progress. 

(2) Progress and statistical report- 
ing of the Army Establishment. 

(3) The Reports Control System of 
the Army Establishment. 

(4) A system for clearance (other 
than security clearance) of statistics 
to be released outside the Department 
of the Army. 

This list of projects gives a fair idea of 
the scope of activities of the Office of the 
Comptroller of the Army. The list is by 
no means all inclusive. Other projects 
such as “Cost Consciousness” and “Op- 
eration Red-Tape” have been participated 
in with the primary objectives of re- 
ducing the load on the taxpayer, and as- 
suring maximum return for every dollar 
spent by the Army. Marked success has 
been achieved to date under all the pro- 
grams mentioned, and many others, de- 
spite the comparatively recent date of 
establishment of the Office of the Comp- 
troller of the Army. 


Medal Of Honor To Marines 


Three Marines who gave their lives 
fighting in Korea have been awarded 
posthumously the Medal of Honor. They 
are: 2d Lt. Robert D. Reem, 26, of Eliza- 
bethtown, Pa.; Staff Sgt. William G. 
Windrich, 29, of Carlsbad, Calif.; and 
Pfe Walter C. Monegan, jr., 19, of Seattle, 
Wash. 

The medals will be presented to their 
next of kin at ceremonies to be an- 
nounced when arranged. 

Lieutenant Reem finished giving or- 
ders to his men for an attack as he de- 
liberately threw himself on an enemy 
grenade to save those around him on 6 
Nov. 1950. 

Sergeant Windrich, although wounded 
in the head by grenade fragments, helped 
beat off an enemy attack at Yudam-ni 
on 1 Dec. 1950, then went back and 
rounded up volunteers to lead in recover- 
ing dead and wounded Marines. He set 
up a defensive position and beat off fur- 
ther attacks until he collapsed and died 
from loss of blood. 

Pfc Monegan was killed 20 Sept. 1950 
near Seoul,,as he calmly stepped out into 
the heavy fire of an enemy tank-infantry 
attack and proceeded to methodically 
knock out the tanks at close range with 
his rockets. The enemy retreated. 








MacArthur Urges Tighter 
Civilian Control of Army 


“It is essential that civilian control 
over the citizen army be extended and 
intensified,” General of the Army Doug- 
las MacArthur declared this week in a 
by-lined article in the January issue of 
the American Legion Magazine. 


He said such a course was particularly 
true in the administration of the Univer- 
sal Military Training program “if the 
youth of our land is to avoid being cor- 
rupted into a legion of subserviency to 
the so-called military mind.” 


The adoption of the princple of UMT 
and the call-up of large numbers of men 
to fight the Korean war, “while intended 
and designed to strengthen freedom’s de- 
fense, carries within itself the very germs 
to freedom’s destruction,” General Mac- 
Arthur said. 


Such a course, he states, “etches the 
pattern to a military state which, his- 
torically under the control of profession- 
al military thinking in constant search 
for means toward efficiency, has found in 
freedom possibly its greatest single im- 
pediment.” 


Role of Citizen Soldier 


He said the problem “calls for a reas- 
sessment of the role of the citizen sol- 
dier now to become the major element 
of our military establishment during 
peace as well as during war,” and that 
“It requires recognition of the fact long 
understood but covertly denied that our 
Army, as befits a republic, is a citizen 
army. It requires that leadership from 
the top down be selected upon merit, 
carefully avoiding arbitrary class dis- 
crimination.” 


Although “the professional has had his 
role,” the former Allied Pacific com- 
mander said “in all of our wars, from 
the Revolution to Korea, the citizen sol- 
dier has met the full shock of battle, 
has contributed all but a fraction of the 
dead and maimed and has accepted the 
responsibility for victory.” 

Despite the demands made on the citi- 
zen soldier, “he has never received either 
from our political or military leadership 
full credit for his role in safeguarding 
the security of the nation,” General Mac- 
Arthur states. 

He declares that “it is imperative that 
the citizen army now in the making be 
not corrupted by the same influences 
which have tended to corrupt the prin- 
ciple of representative government—that 
it be sustained on that high moral plane 
which befits the noble purpose it is 
organized to serve.” He adds, “This can 
only be if the service of the citizen sol- 
dier is held to a level of dignity and 
opportunity which commands his fullest 
meas ire of devotion.” 





Named to Medical Council 
Post 


Secretary of Defense Robert A. Lovett 
has announced the appointment of Dr. 
Melvin A. Casberg as Vice Chairman of 
the Armed Forces Medical Policy Coun- 
cil to be effective 1 Jan. 


As the Council’s first Vice Chairman, 
Dr. Casberg will serve as the principal 
assistant to the Chairman, Dr. W. Ran- 
dolph Lovelace II. The Council was es- 
tablished in January 1951 to advise the 
Secretary of Defense on medical and 
health matters. 


In 1941, Dr. Casberg became Surgeon- 
in-Chief at the Umri Mission Hospital 
in Berar, India, which had been con- 
structed under his father’s direction. In 
1942, he joined the U. S. Army 21st Gen- 
eral Hospital and served with this unit 
through the North African campaign. He 
was later transferred to the Oriental 
theater of operations and was appointed 
Station Surgeon in Chungking, China un- 
der the late General Stilwell. 


On 1 Aug., 1949, Dr. Casberg was ap- 
pointed Dean of the St. Louis University 
School of Medicine. He resigned from 
this position to accept the Vice Chair- 
manship of the Armed Forces Medical 
Policy Council. Since 1949, Dr. Casberg 
has also served as a surgical consultant 
to the Surgeon General of the Army. 











USMA Officials Reveal 
150th Anniversary Plan 


The formal opening of the Sesquicep. 
tennial celebration at the U. S. Military 
Academy will take place on 5 Jan. a 
West Point, N. Y. Special events wi 
highlight the anniversary until June. 

Col. Thomas W. Hammond, jr., who has 
succeeded Col. William E. Crist, now ip 
Korea, as Sesquicentennial Director, has 
reported these plans for the commemors. 
tion. 

The 5 Jan. formal opening will em. 
phasize the national character of the 
Academy, whose 2400 cadets come from 
every state and territory of the Union, 
Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, Goy. 
ernor Thomas E. Dewey of New York: 
General Lucius B. Clay; and Maj. Gen, 
E. A. Walsh, president of the National 
Guard Association, will be speakers at 
this event. 

Flags of the States 


General Walsh will present to the 
Corps of Cadets the flags of the states 
and territories. These flags will be un. 
furled for the first time in Washington 
Hall, the Cadet Mess, where they will be 
permanently displayed. A concert by the 
USMA Band and the Cadet Glee Club 
will be held in Carnegie Hall in New 
York City to conclude the opening day 
ceremonies. 


A new portrait of General Robert E£. 
Lee will be unveiled in the West Point 
Library on 19 Jan., the 145th anniversary 
of General Lee’s birth. The portrait, 
painted by the noted American artist Sid- 
ney E. Dickinson, has been given to the 
Military Academy by a group headed by 
Mr. Gordon Gray, former Secretary of 
the Army. 

The New York State Historical Asso- 
ciation will hold its annual meeting at 
West Point from 14-16 March. The meet- 
ing will be devoted to a discussion of the 
history of West Point in the Hudson High- 
lands. Douglas Southall Freeman, noted 
historian, will be the principal speaker 
at the conference. 

Traditional Founder’s Day ceremonies 
will be held throughout the world by 
graduates on 16 March, the 150th anni- 
versary of the signing of the Act of Con- 
gress establishing the Military Academy. 
For the first time, ceremonies also will 
be held at West Point on this date. These 
include the placing of a bronze wreath 
upon the grave of Col. Sylvanus Thayer, 
fourth Superintendent of the USMA, and 
a dinner in the Cadet Mess Hall to be 
attended by distinguished graduates and 
members of the First Class. 

Industrial Leaders to Meet 

The American Ordnance Association 
will hold its annual meeting at West 
Point from 21-25 April and the National 
Security Industrial Association will meet 
at West Point on 1-2 May. 

A traditional academic Convocation 
will take place on 20 May. Colleges and 
universities of the United States and 
many foreign countries will be invited to 
send representatives te this Convocation. 
An academic procession, the first ever to 
be held at West Point, will open the 
Convocation ceremonies which will take 
place in the natural Amphitheatre on 
Trophy Point overlooking the Hudson 
River. Prominent representatives of the 
military services, the arts and sciences, 
industry, and business will be invited to 
attend also. 

In addition to these events, a group of 
visits by ROTC students from colleges 
and universities throughout the United 
States has been scheduled. These ROTC 
students will live in barracks with the 
cadets at the Military Academy, will at- 
tend classes, and in general will be given 
a brief insight into the life of a cadet at 
the Military Academy. Twelve Bo 
Scouts, representing the twelve Scout re 
gions will also visit West Point on 4 
similar basis. 

June Week exercises for the gradu- 
ating class will bring the Sesquicenten- 
nial to its close. The traditional cere 
monies held on Alumni Day by graduates 
will be amplified and will take cognizance 
of the Sesquicentennial anniversary.

New Canada Pay Hike 
May Help Bill Here 


A pay boost voted for all members of 
Canada’s Armed Forces probably will 
have a beneficial effect when Congress 
resumes consideration of a 10 per cent 
cost-of-living pay increase for U. S. 
military personnel. 

Men and women in uniforms of the 
Canadian Army, Navy and Air Force were 
given increased pay effective 1 Dec. 

At the same time, the officers’ outfit 
allowance was increased from $250 to 
$375. 

Speedy approval of the pay raise in 
Canada contrasts with the situation in 
the U. S. Congress, where cost-of-living 
pay boosts were granted to the Govern- 
ment’s civilian employees, retroactive to 
1 July, but where the military pay bill 
remains as pending business in the House 
and Senate. As reported by the House 
Armed Services Committee, the military 
pay raise bill has no retroactive provi- 
sion. 

Department of Defense officials have 
stated they will fight for restoration of 
the original 1 July date. The action taken 
by Canada to boost military pay may be 
cited in their presentation. 

Here are some typical pay increases 
approved for the Canadian soldiers, sail- 
ors and airmen. 

Those in the lowest enlisted rank who 
formerly received basic pay of $79 per 
month now are paid $87. The subsistence 
allowance for this group was raised from 
$57 to $61. Also, there is $9 a month over- 
seas pay. 

In the officer ranks, pay of rear ad- 
mirals and major generals, including al- 
lowances, was increased from $921 to 
$1,046. Additionally, $55 a month is pro- 
vided for foreign service pay. The over- 
seas pay is new. 

Pay and allowances for a colonel will 
be $694, compared with $636 previously 
and a new overseas payment of $37.50 is 
provided. 

Basic pay for other officer ranks is as 
follows, with the former pay in paren- 
theses: Lieutenant Colonel, $395 ($367); 
Major, $335 ($312); Captain, $255 ($234); 
Lieutenant, $210 ($195). 

The new subsistence allowance rates 
are: Colonel, $139, instead of $119; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, $126 instead of $108; 
Major, $113 instead of $98; Captain and 
Lieutenant, $94 instead of $79. 

Overseas pay for a lieutenant colonel 
is $27; for major, $24; and for captain, 
$18; and lieutenants, $16.50. 


Comdr. Brehm to CinPac 


The former skipper of the Navy’s first

He assumed command of the navy’s 
first jet squadron — Fighter Squadron 
17A—and later became skipper of Air 
Group 101, an all-Reserve “Weekend War- 
rior” unit aboard the heavy carrier Boxer 
in the Korean campaign. 

Commander and Mrs. Brehm are pres- 
ently residing at Naval Housing 1, Pearl 
Harbor. 


Maj. Santelmann Promoted 


William F. Santelmann, Leader of the 
Marine Band, has been appointed a 
Lieutenant Colonel in the Marine Corps, 
thereby attaining the highest rank ever 
held by a Marine musician. His father, 
William H. Santelmann, Leader of the 
Band from 1898 to 1927, was the first 
Marine bandmaster to attain the rank of 
a commissioned officer. Prior to that 
time, all Marine Band Leaders since 1798, 
including John Philip Sousa, were en- 
listed men.

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Airlines’ Partin Defense Stressed by Adm. Land 


The airlines have a dual responsibility 
—both to the military and to the civilian 
economy — Vice Adm. Emory S. Land, 
USN (Ret.), president of the Air Trans- 
port Association told 1300 guests at the 
annual Wright Memorial Dinner in 
Washington, D. C., 17 Dec. 

The dinner, sponsored by the Aero 
Club of Washington, celebrated the 48th 
anniversary of the first flight by the 
Wright Brothers and also the 25th an- 
niversary of scheduled air transport. Mr. 
Edward E. Slattery, president of the Aero 
Club, introduced Lt. Gen. James H. Doo- 
little, who served as toastmaster for the 
dinner. 

Award Wright Trophy 


During the dinner the Wright Brothers 
Memorial Trophy was presented to Dr. 
Jerome C. Hunsaker, Chairman of the 
National Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics, in recognition of “significant 
public service of enduring value to avia- 
tion.” In addition, the Brewer Trophy 
was presented to Dr. Harold E. Mehrens 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board, for his 
contribution to the advancement of avia- 
tion education and training for youth. 


Turning his sights to the future of 
scheduled air transportation, Admiral 
Land commented upon the principle of 
jet propulsion. He pointed out that the 
fact of jet is understood, accepted and 
now the task before the air transport 
industry is to make it a practical part of 
the air transport system of this country. 

Admiral Land believes that since the 
prime asset of jet aircraft is speed, in 
the near future it will be used essentially 
for long flights, across continents and 
oceans, where the maximum benefit 
from speed can be realized. For example, 
equaling the speed of the rotation of the 
earth, 10 or 15 years from now you will 
be able to leave New York at 12 o’clock 
noon and because of the three-hour time 
differential be in Log Angeles at 12 
o’clock noon. 

However, the Admiral continued, just 
as it is generally conceded that jet will 
be most efficient in long transcontinental 
wor transoceanic flights, so it is becom- 
ing more and more evident that the air 
traffic demands of the nation require the 
development of a plane designed for 
short hauls — a plane more flexible, 
cheaper to operate and more easy to 
maintain than any plane presently in 
commercial service. This type of plane 
would serve the nation’s mass air-traf- 
fic market, both passenger and cargo. He 
discussed also the great future and pos- 
sibility of the helicopter. 

Support of Military 

The solutions to these problems are 
presently in the drafting stage, the Admi- 
ral said. 

“Yet it is not alone a question of sup- 
plying the civilian demands for a com- 
prehensive system of air transport which 





confronts the arlines,” Admiral Land 
continued. “In spelling out the purpose 
of a scheduled air transport industry in 
the United States, the Civil Aeronautics 
Act of 1938 stressed the support it should 
be able to give the military in case of 
an emergency. Therefore, in projecting 
its aircraft of the future, the scheduled 
airlines must coordinate their blueprints 
with those of the Air Force. 


“In other words, the airlines have a 
dual responsibility—both to the military 
and to the civilian economy. Most of the 
aircraft created for commercial purposes 
should be capable of becoming accept- 
able for military purposes — flexible in 
both a military and civilian sense. 

“With Russia breathing down the neck 
of the Western World, civilian aircraft 
must be flexible indeed. In fact, such 
flexibility is required by the nation’s 
mobilization plan for National Defense, 
which states that mobilization of the na- 
tion’s industries, including the air trans- 
port industry, must be a continuing part 
of our economy—not merely an emer- 
gency measure. 

Air Power and Industry 


“The late Admiral Alfred Thayer 
Mahan revealed in his great and decisive 
work ‘The Influence of Sea Power Upon 
History’ that sea power is by no 
means synonymous with naval power. 
He maintained that ‘sea power includes 
not only the military strength afloat, 
but equally the peaceful commerce and 
shipping from which alone a military 
fleet naturally and healthfully springs, 
and on which it securely rests.’ 

“Admiral Mahan promulgated his mari- 
time doctrine at the turn of the century. 
Today, a half century later, when air 
power in its turn is influencing the 
course of history, this same interdepend- 
ence exists between the air force and 
the air transport industry. Airpower is 
not a great armada of all-weather fight- 
ing planes alone. Air power is the ca- 
pacity of industry to apply the dis- 
coveries of science; it is the skill of 
mechanics and artisans; it is the ex- 
ploitation of resources for improved 
fuels, metals and power plants; it is the 
training of youth to be at home in the 
medium of air; it is the sum total of all 
these things, which measured from Kitty 
Hawk and fostered for the past 25 years 
by private enterprise, under an enlight- 
ened Federal policy, has resulted in the 
greatest commercial air transport sys- 
tem in the world. 

“Based on this past, and with the seeds 
of expansion so firmly planted in the 
present, the future of air transport is 
assured.” 

James W. Austin, Capital Airlines’ 
Vice President in charge of Traffic and 
Sales, has been elected President of the 
Air Traffic Conference, which represents 
the traffic and sales divisions of the 
scheduled airlines.

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Production Expediter 

Secretary of Defense Lovett announced 
this week the appointment of Clay Bed- 
ford as Special Assistant to the Secretary 
of Defense to serve as special expediter 
of military production. 

Mr. Bedford, for the past six months, 
has been an assistant to Charles E. Wil- 
son in the Office of Defense Mobilization 
and has served as Deputy Administrator 
of the Defense Production Administra- 
tion. 

The new appointment is made by agree- 
ment with Mr. Wilson and Defense Pro- 
duction Administrator Manly Fleisch- 
mann. 

Mr. Bedford has been prominent in in- 
dustrial and construction enterprises 
since 1927. He has served as vice-president 
and director of the Kaiser-Frazer Cor- 
poration since 1940, and as executive vice- 
president since 1949. He received the 
Navy Meritorious Service Award, and 
tribute from President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in 1944 for the part he played in 
the shipbuilding program in the Rich- 
mond Ship Yards. 

In his letter of appointment to Mr. Bed- 
ford, Mr. Lovett said: 

“I want you to give particular atten- 
tion to matters relating to the accelera- 
tion of production on those major items 
of military equipment that are of critical 
urgency. In this capacity, you will act in 
my behalf. 

“Since the three Military Departments 
perform the actual procurement and pro- 
duction operation you will be working 
with and through them in increasing our 
production of needed weapons. The Sec- 
retaries of the Military Departments and 
the Chairman of the Munitions Board 
have advised with me in this appointment 
and have assured their full and eager 
cooperation.” 

Mr. Bedford is currently on an inspec- 
tion of certain Navy production facilities 
and is scheduled for an inspection of an 
Atomic Energy Commission production 
facility before devoting full time to his 
new duties. 





SeaBees Are Ten 


The tenth birthday of the Navy’s famed 
SeaBees will be celebrated next week 
throughout the United States, and men 
of the Construction Battalions at 30 over- 
seas Naval bases and stations will speed 
up their work to acknowledge the anni- 
versary. 

Founded only three weeks after Pearl 
Harbor, the SeaBees quickly earned an 
enviable reputation during World War II 
not only in the building field but as a 
two-fisted fighting organization. Their 
construction and fighting record, 
amassed from Okinawa to the Mediter- 
ranean, still continues today as they work 


on roads, airstrips and buildings in 
Korea. 

Action At Inchon 
SeaBee strength, which reached a 


quarter of a million during World War 
II, numbered about 4,000 regulars, sup- 
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ported by a strong reserve organization, 
when war broke out in Korea. Within 
five weeks, the first SeaBee units ar- 
rived off Inchon. Working under enemy 
fire during the Inchon landings, the Sea- 
Bees added luster to the “Can Do” tradi- 


tion by carrying out their mission suc- | 


cessfully and quickly. The placing of a 
vital pontoon dock in a swift tide was a 
typical SeaBee feat. 


First organized on 28 Dec., 1941, the 
organization was made a permanent part 
of the Navy in 1946. Its mission today is 
about the same as during World War II, 
although designations have been changed 
and modifications have been made in or- 
ganization. 

The new set-up provides for Amphibi- 
ous Construction Battalions (ACB); 
Mobile Construction Battalions (MCB); 
Construction Battalion Maintenance 
Units (CBMU), about one-fourth the 
size of a normal battalion; and Construc- 
tion Battalion Detachments (DBD), 
small units trained for special duty. Only 
two battalions still retain the designation 
of Naval Construction Battalion. No Con- 
struction Battalion Maintenance Unit has 
been activated. 

Amphibious Operations 


Under the latest concept for utilization 
of SeaBees in war, the ACBs place 
causeways, construct pontoon docks and 
perform other functions necessary for 
landing personnel and equipment in the 
shortest possible time. They follow the 
fighting men ashore and do work prelimi- 
nary to establishing a base. After a beach- 
head has been secured and minimum 
temporary facilities constructed, the 
ACBs are replaced by Mobile SeaBees 
that construct the base. 


With the base finished, the Mobile units 
move on and SeaBee Maintenance Units 
take over. At some places, SeaBee De- 
tachments are now performing main- 
tenance functions similar to those nor- 
mally assigned to the CBMUs. 


A new distinctive rating system has 
been established for the postwar Sea- 
Bees. Seven ratings, covering about 60 
different civilian construction skills, re- 
place the shipboard ratings given World 
War II SeaBees. In addition, provision 
has been made for the orderly advance- 
ment of a construction recruit to CPO 
and thence to Warrant Officer rank. 


Much Overseas Service 


During World War II, SeaBees were 
in every major amphibious operation of 
the Navy, Marine Corps and Army. Often 
they were in the second wave to hit the 
beach. Nine out of every ten of the Sea- 
Bees served overseas. 


Even before the end of the war, they 
had become a legend. Their know-how 
and fabulous construction feats won the 
admiration of all who saw them in ac- 
tion. General Douglas MacArthur once 
said that the only trouble with the Sea- 
Bees was that “there aren’t enough of 
them.” Former Marine Commandant 
General A. A. Vandegrift said he “did not 
know how we would have gotten along 
without the SeaBees.” And Vice Adm. W. 
L. Calhoun, then Commander Service 
Forces, Pacific Fleet, declared that “The 
Navy will remember this war by its Sea- 
Bees.” 

Today, according to Rear Adm. Joseph 
F. Jelley, CEC, Chief of Navy Civil Engi- 
neers, the SeaBees are still “able to han- 
dle any job likely to be assigned them.” 


Army Orders Tank Hulls 


A contract for operation of the govern- 
ment-owned Cast Armor Plant at East 
Chicago, Ind., has been awarded to 
American Steel Foundaries of Chicago, 
Ill. The single contract, running into 
millions of dollars, covers both reactiva- 
tion of the plant and production of tank 
hulls and turrets. 

The Cast Armor Plant was built and 
put in operation during World War II 
at a cost of $26,000,000, about half of 
which went for specially designed equip- 
ment. Output of the plant totalled more 
than 70,000 tons of tested heavy duty 
armor castings, chiefly tank turrets. 
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Commercial Planes Will 
Be Ready For Quick Use 


As a result of an agreement jointly ap- 
proved by Secretary of Defense Robert 
A. Lovett and Secretary of Commerce 
Charles Sawyer, commercial aircraft will 
be made available on short notice for 
use by the military in time of national 
emergency. 

It is recalled that the availability of 
commercial planes at the outbreak of 
hostilities in Korea was an important 
factor in permitting the Military Air 
Transport Service to fly urgently needed 
men and materiel to the Far East. 

Commercial planes are still in use on 
the Far East run and have rendered 
outstanding service. 

Under the agreement, the use of four- 
engined aircraft would be extended to 
the military without disrupting essential 
commercial air routes and services. The 
program calls for the use of several hun- 
dred aircraft and crews from the com- 
merical four-engined fleet, to be available 
on 48 hours notice. 

Machinery established under this pro- 
gram includes plans for rapid and order- 
ly phasing of commercial four-engined 
aircraft into the military air transport 
system. Under this program a sound bal- 
ance would be maintained between essen- 
tial civilian and strategic military air 
transport requirements. 

The mobilization program, worked out 
with industry participation, will be dis- 
cussed further at a January meeting of 
Secretaries Lovett and Sawyer and presi- 
dents of all affected air carrier operators. 

In commenting on today’s announce- 
ment, Secretaries Lovett and Sawyer is- 
sued the following statement: 

“The agreement comes as the result 
of conclusions reached after extensive 
and painstaking studies by both depart- 
ments as well as the air industry. It is 
the first time in the history of the civil 
air industry that a completely coordi- 
nated plan for its mobilization has been 
attempted in advance. In our opinion this 
agreement represents an outstanding ex- 
ample of cooperation not only between 
government agencies but between gov- 
ernment agencies and industry.”
